Juneau. Alaska Sept. II.—The 
bodies of Leslie Oliver. John Rhstturk 
and Dell LlnscotL young men of 
Juneau and Douglas who went hunt¬ 
ing on Thursday, September I. on 
ftheep Creek Mountain, and who wen 
lost In n dense fog. were found yester¬ 
day In the mountain. They had 
perished from hunger, cold and ex¬ 
posure while endeavoring to reach the 
top of th* mountain, where there la a 
miner’s cabin which would have shel¬ 
tered them If they could have reached 
It 

The body of Leslie Oliver, aged 17 
years, wa* found about half n mile 
from th* summit of th* mountain and 
above the timber line. ' Although tho 
body was In plain eight from the 
Croat and ridges the searcher* must 
bar* paeeed and re- passed It many 
times The boy's shoes were worn 
through by th* rocks In hie struggle 
to reach th# summit. In hie hand was 
n pistol, and by hla eld* n shotgun. 

The hundred men of the search par¬ 
ties after the discovery of Oliver's 
body, concentrated their effort* In Ih# 
neighborhood where II was found, and 
finally after several hours’ search 
came upon tho bodies of Shatturk and 
Llnscott only n quarter of a mile dis¬ 
tant Th* bodies ware brought to 
Juneau, which la In mourning.

An nampl* of Chlneae finance vaa 
given Judge lanipnmn In the county 
court thla morning when several Chin- 
eee appeared with their lawyers to 
have hie honor wrratle with the affairs 
of a Chinese, mutual benefit and loan 
society, which appears to be very lntrl- 
cats aad considerably Involved, as 
much so that neither of the lawyers 
appearing ia satisfied that the other 
fully understands tha merits of the 
transaction over which the cane has 
arisen, and both of whom took con¬ 
siderable time In enlightening the mind 
of hla honor with tbs details. The 
caae Is stylsd Luen On Chong against 
Lang Fook. 

Some time back fourteen Chinese 
formed a mutual loan society, by the 
rules of which they were each to con¬ 
tribute 949 per month and would thea 
meet around a table and bid for the 
uee of the money. The Chinese who 
bid up the Interest to ' the highest 
point received the total amount In the 
treasury, lees his contribution of 940. 
end less the Interest for the term for 
which the money was borrowed. He 
then received the money, undertaking 
at the expiration of tbs time to pay 
back to each of the members the In¬ 
dividual contributions. 

The defendant was the ninth man of 
the society to make a draw and he bid 
$4.69 per cent., but when he came? to 
apply for tbs cash It was found that 
five of the members hsd not paid their 
contribution* He undertook to collect 
the money from the members and gavs 
the treasurer a promissory note rbcelv- 
trg 929660. the amount In hand, less 
the Interest, and 98 expended for tea 
at the bidding, which by a rule of the 
society was always a charge on the 
borrower. 

The sudden departure of the treas¬ 
urer and the fact that the 9299 la 
missing Involved the transaction so 
much that the parties have come to 
the court to have It unravelled The 
defendant claims that he did not col¬ 
lect the 9200. but that It wan paid to 
(he missing treasurer, and that, there¬ 
fore. the note hr gave represents se¬ 
curity for the greater part of the $295. 
lit* was. by the rules of the society en¬ 
titled to the $295 without security, as 
he had paid thnt imount Into,the ao-
